265,474 naval appropriations, largest 
measure of its kind ever to win ap- 
proval of a legislative body, was pass- 
ed by the senate Monday and returned 
to the house for action on amend- 
ments.

new airplanes and a like amount for 
Vhips in addition to 7 billions for 
far flung operations of the present 
fleet.

Your correspondent is just back from 


a tour of 18 states, mid some of the 
key cities of the nation. And anyone 
who has seen the sign "U. S. Housing 
Authority" on hundreds of acres of 
new homes in a dozen cities remains 
utterly cold to the plea that nothing 
be done about government housing 
construction in Hope because it might 
interfere with a dollar or two of pri- 
vate enterprise. 


The business people of our city know 


that any surplus housing we may 
have had vanished during the 1929-33 
panic. On the eve of the start of con- 
struction of the Southwestern Prov- 
ing Ground a chamber of commerce 
survey showed a considerable num- 
ber of vacant rooms, but only a hand- 
ful of houses and apartments. In all 
the 13 years this writer has owned 
The Star we have never had a repre- 
sentative offering of furnished apart- 
ments in the classified advertising 
column. And this fact would have told 
any experienced 
business man we 


were heading into a serious housing 
shortage in the years to come. 


Hope grew 25 per cent in popula- 


tion'from 1930 to 1940, and the hous- 
ing shortage had already arrived. 


On top of thai we had the Prov- 


ing Ground emergency—and now we 
have an influx of people based on an 
oil boom, which is something mucl 
more permanent lo build to than the 
Proving Ground was. 


No one can seriously contend there 


has been any housing construction 
here on a scale even conservatively 
justified by the increase in local popu- 
lation and trade. 


It is going to take some severe kick 


to put us up from a small town lo 
fair-sized cily. Perhaps a U. S. Hous- 
ing Administration project of consid- 
erable size would be the blow thai 
helped us up the way. 


This article may be getting us out 


on a long and precarious limb. But 
that's where we are. Our theory is 
that private capital still isn't able to 
assume the initial risk. But if the 
government starts things off private 
capital will come on the scene to 
"take over"—which is as it should 
be.

U. S. Housing Authority help for 


this city will be discussed lit the next 
regular meeting of Hope city council, 
at 7:30 o'clock Tuesday night in the 
city hnll. 


George Wittenberg, well known Lit- 


tle Rock architect, will appear before 
the council to outline construction of 
demountable houses and other aids 
available under the Housing Authority. 


Mayor Albert Graves said the real 


estate men and other interested local 
citizens arc invited to attend Tues- 
day's meeting and participate in the 
discussion. 


Mr. Wittenberg is understood to be 


appearing here under a request from 
the U. S. Housing Authority for all 
Little Rock architects to explain the 
federal terms to the various cities of 
the state. 


Federal housing has been under dis- 


cussion in Hope ever since the South- 
western Proving Ground construction 
began last July. The Proving Ground 
is virtually completed, and its tem- 
porary residents are now leaving the 
city—but the population is still con- 
gested, and housing remains at a 
premium, due to the influx of oil men, 
here for the Barnsdall development 
13 miles south of the city. 


The mayor indicated all angles of 


the federal housing offer would be 
gone into at Tuesday night's meeting, 
and that the city wished to hear from 
local real estate men as well as Mr. 
Wittenberg. 


SI 2,000 Loss 


When Guernsey 
School Burns 


Main Building of 
System Completely 
Destroyed Early 
Monday 


The main building of the Guernsey 


school (District 20-B), 5 miles west of 
Hope, burned to the ground early 
Monday morning and the loss was 
placed by school officials at $12,000. 


Trucks from the Hope Fire De- 


partment rushed to the school but the 
blaze had razed the large frame struc- 
ture before they arrived. A separate 
building housing a large auditorium 
was not damaged. 


Firemen said the blaze apparently 


caught from a stove in the principal's 
office and quickly spread over the 
building. 


Fortunately the fire occured a few 


minutes before the student body, the 
school has an enrollment of 240, met 
for classes. 


County Examiner E. E. Austin and 


the principal of the Guernsey school, 
said Monday that the building, par- 
tially covered by insurance, would be 
rebuilt as soon as possible. 


Meanwhile the official indicated the 


auditorium would be rearranged so 
classes could be held while construc- 
tion work is going on.

Morgenthau Asserts 
Conditions Better 
Than First War 


WASHINGTON -(/P)- A $1,112,- 


926,899 appropriation bill to finance 
the treasury and postoffice depart- 
ments for 1943 went to congress Mon- 
day with assurances from Secretary 
Morgenthau thai the nation's affairs 
were in better shape than in the 
first world War and free from danger 
signals. 


"Right now," he said before a house 


appropriations committee, "I think 
the way slock values, bank slocks 
and commodilies is amazing—lhal it, 
the litlle fluclualion Ihere has been." 


"I hope il will continue thai way," 


he added, "I Ihink with all safe- 
guard and breaks that we are add- 
ing the silualion and it looks much 
more hopeful than in World Wai- 
one." 


His leslimony and lhal of olher of- 


ficials was made public by the com- 
mittee in sending to the house the 
bill covering the expenses of the two 
departments. 


Rep. Ludlow (D.-Ind.) asked Mor- 


genthau during the hearing on the 
bill, whether he saw any danger sig- 
nals concerning the nation's soverign- 
ty. 


"No," he replied and explained that 


with the new price control law and 
the system of allocation and priorities 
on materials "we are hopeful thai 
real inflalion will be prevented.

Charge, Federal Bureau of Invesliga- 
lion, Little Rock, Arkansas, announc- 
ed Monday that an FBI Quartet ly 
Conference for Police would be held 
at Hope, Ark., on March 4, 1942 begin- 
ning al 1:30 p. m. 


These Quarterly Police Conferences 


were inaugurated during the summer 
of 1940 at the insistence of Mr. John 
Edgar Hoover, Director of the FBI 
and are in keeping wilh Ihe FBI Law 
Enforcemenl 
Officers 
Mobilization 


Plan for National Defense. 


According to Mr. Hallford, these 


conferences with law enforcement of- 
ficials are held qurnterly throughout 
the United Slates. 


The law enforcement bodies of the 


land constitute the first line of de- 
fense in the preservation of our in- 
ternal security. In September, 1939, the 
FBI was designated as Ihe coordinat 
ing agency in handling invesligali m 
pertaining to Espionage, Sabotage, anc 
subversive activily. The police of thr 
country have greatly assisted i.ho FB 
in successfully carrying out this re- 
sponsibility. One of the main purposes 
of the FBI Quarterly Police Con- 
ferences is to discuss problems of in- 
terest to the police in regard to in- 
ternal security mailers in order lhal 
all informalion in regard lo subver- 
sive activity and related mailers might 
be correlated on a national basis. 


Mr. Hallford staled lhal loday, more 


than ever, there is a great need for 
a calm appraisal of facts in regard 
to allegations of subversive activily 
on the part of persons residing with- 
in our borders, and such investiga- 
tions should be left lo duly consti- 
tuted law enforcement with the FBI 
as the coordinating agency. Private 
action on the part of well mean- 
ing citizens is dangerous and tends 
to create hysteria and unfounded ru- 
mors in the community, and leads to 
vigilante methods of law 
enforce- 


ment which is not in accord with our 
democratic way of life. 


The cooperation of law enforcement 


throughout the United Stales with the 
FBI during this emergency has been 
wholehearted. The FBI seeks lo pass 
on to all law enforcement agencies the 
late.st techniques and methods 
in 


handling investigations. It is through 
these quarterly conferences wilh po- 
lice that the pooling of effort on 
the part of law enforcement can be 
successfully accomplished, and it is 
through the discussion of problems of 
mutual interest al Ihe conferences

Ihe European-African war. 


African successes of Ihe Axis, how- 


ever, were far shrol of the German 
misfortunes in Russia. 


British Imperials retreating in North

Another 
Japanese 
smash —which 


Tokyo heralded as probably a climatic 
drive in the baltle of the Philippines 
—has ended in costly failure although 
the enemy used his best troops and 
new tactics against General Douglas 
MacArthur's men, Ihe War Dcpart- 
mcnl communique said Monday. 


This was the Uiird triumph recorded 


by American forces in the Pacific in 
the last two days. 


The Japanese had reported heavy 


gun fire along the east coasl of Balan, 
apparently signaling a general offen- 
sive. Hence American successes may 
J 


rank with Ihe deslruclion of an in- 
vasion flotilla aimed at Corregidor 
and slashing sea and air attacks on 
six Japanese air and naval bases in the 
Pacific, announced Sunday. 


Two Japanese divisions were hurled 


simultaneously against the American- 
Philippine lines,on the east and west 
side of the Peninsula, a communique 
said. 


On the west—the south China sea- 


shore the Japanese were driven back, 
and destroyed, captured or drown., 
On the east facing Manila Bay ar- 
tillery fire broke a mass frontal attack, 
the communique said.

Warships and planes of Ihe Pacific 


fleet, according to a Washington an- 
nouncement, have turned a storm of 
torpedoes and bombs and shells onto 
six Japanese air and naval bases in 
Marshall and Gilbert islands in a sur- 
prise foray that destroyed or damaged 
many auxiliary vessels of the enemy's 
fleet along with numerous planes and 
ground installalions. 


The announcement came on the sec- 


ond day of the siege of Singapore and 
about the time Japan, perhaps in the 
first feeler thrust into Johore strait, 
sent three small boats against the

guns—up lo 18-inch calibre—lurned on 
Japan's mainland concentrations. It 
has been said frequently that the 
island defenses were designed with 
the idea of repulsing attacks only by 
sea with the heaviest guns all fixed 
pointing away from the mainland. 


The London commentator empha- 


sized thai Singapore's defenses were 
constructed in a search for impreg- 
nability so designed to curtail any 
attack and thai certain consideration 
and possibility of an attack from the 
mainland was considered. 


How much the U. S. Pacific fleet

In the Netherlands East Indies it

servants of the islands were natives. 
Within 30 years the. Philippines had 
been made a free common wealth 
with an elective president and legis- 
lature. More than lialf the population 
today is literate, and practically all 
of the 37,000 teachers in 11,000 free 
public schools are Filipinos. A high 
degree of tolerance between its Mos- 
lem, 
Christian, and pagan residents 


has been achieved. Agriculture, in- 
dustry, and trade have flourished. 
All this has not been done to ripen 
a plum. for Japan. 


To guarantee Philippine freedom is 


not altogether crusading altruism. The 
fact is that the only kind of a Paci- 
fic world in which the Philippines 
can safely be independent is the only 
kind of a Pacific world which can 
be free of a constant threat of war 
for the United States anyway. 


When the President gives the sol- 


emn pledge of the United States that 
Philippine independence will be es- 
ablished and protected, he has the 
nation behind him. In this, as in so 
many other matters, Japan has wiped 
off 
the slate such 
differences of 


opinion as have existed. In this, as 
in so many other matters in which 
we once had or thought we had a 
choice, the ugly fact of war has left 
no choice. 


This, too, must be seen through to 


the bitter end.

est Carlton Kanzler, who has just 
been handed one of the biggest and 
hottest jobs in the War Production 
Board, "I don't see much use in glori- 
fying a fellow just because he's been 
appointed to a big job. Why don't 
you wait and see if I do any good?" 


Kanzler, a Ford big-shot for 25 


years, is the man Generalissimo Don- 
ald Nelson of WPB chose to put the 
automobile industry on a full war- 
time basis. He has all the authority 
President Roosevelt conferred on Nel- 
son himself. He can compel one man- 
ufacturer to open his tool rooms to 
another manufacturer; he can do al- 
most anything that will wring an- 
other tank or another bomber en- 
gine out of America's No. 1 industry

Big jobs are nothing new to Kanz- 


ler, but he doesn't like to talk about 
them. He saw that Ford needed a fin- 
ancing agency in 1928, so he went 
ahead and organized Universal Credit 
Corporation. All you can get him to 
say about it is this: "Somebody had 
to do it, so I did it." 


He was born in Saginaw, Mich., 


in 1892; his father was a surgeon, but 
he caught an early hankering for 
law and worked in law offices in 
the summer instead of in the nearby 
logging camps; was graduated from 
University of Michigan in 1912 and 
from Harvard Law School in 1915;

Lessons Came First 
Even as a youngster, his lessons 


came first. When the other

"His powers of concentration were 


such that he didn't have to study 
hard," recalls Sinclair Mainland, form- 
er mayor of Hannibal and Nelson's 
roommate at Missouri.

ing furnaces and doing odd jobs, 
friends say Nelson had a good al- 
lowance for those days—?50 or $60 
a month—and any -waiting on tables 
or firing furnaces that he did was 
for extra pocket change.

Humans Aren't 
Original in Current- 
War Spasm

SANTIAGO ISLAND, Puerto Rico— 


The humnn rncc isn't being very or- 
iginal in its current spasm of wars, 
nggressions, destruction, persecutions 
and strutting of dictators. 


A complete pattern for all this can 


be found every clay in the week in 
tho colony of 400 monkeys who give 
this tropical paradise the name of 
Monkey Island. And it's a pattern 
that goes back thousands of years 
to monkey forefathers who swung 
footloose and free of human influence 
from prehistoric trees. 


Behave Like Monkeys 
The very fact that monkeys behave 


so much like humans—and vice versa 
—is one of the underlying reasons for 
the existence of this colony. A 35- 
acre spot of land a mile off the south- 
east coast of Puerto Rico, it was es- 
tablished in 1938 by the School of 
Tropical Medicine of the University 
of Puerto Rico, affiliated with Co- 
lumbia University, to supply monkeys 
for research work. 


"Trying to grow anything here is 


a fruitless effort," M. I. Tomlin, the 
island boss, says. "The 400 monkeys 
follow right along behind me and 
either break off the freshly planted 
shoots or pick out the seeds and 
throw them around." Cocoanuts don't 
stand a chance of getting any farther 
than tho bud stage, he explains. Just 
as soon as the palms bear a now grow- 
th of buds, the monkeys twist them 
from their stems. 


Imported Delicacies 
All of which means that every bit 


of provender must be imported from 
the mainland. Chief staple is the sweet 
potato. Feeding is limited to once 
daily, at 8 in the morning. Two hun- 
dred pounds of sweet potatoes are 
prepared every morning by two na- 
tive boys, who wash slice and dis- 
tribute them about the island at feed- 
ing stations for each of the six tribes. 


Once a week they gel 2,000 bananas 


and a pill concentrate, "mil," is on 
the menu thrice weekly. 


For reasons that have never been 


determined, the monkey colony has 
divided itself into six tribes ranging 
in size from 20 to more than 100. Each 
band has a leader who wins leader- 
ship simply by licking every other 
male in the group. The tribal chief- 
tain can be recognized because he 
is the only one in his group who 
struts with tail in Ihe air. The resl 
of Ihe males drag their tails on the 
ground. The chief's tenure of office 
depends on how long he keeps in 
good fighting shape. 


Boundary Wars 
There are fixed boundaries to each 


tribe's domain and once these front- 
iers are violated, war breaks oul in 
great fury. The monkeys apparently 
know these boundaries exist for peace 
has prevailed for a long time. 


First choice of the day's meal goes 


to the chief. After he has picked 
over the food, made his selection, all 
With considerable dignity and no hur- 
ry, he retires to one side with his 
"secretary" (female) of Ihe day, and 
his "first vice president," next in 
line at Ihe brcad-baskcl.
